Shall we contend that these two 
temperaments are alik e, or shall we 
accept the explanation of the sec­ 
ond teacher who was in the hadit of 
saying: 
“ It may be good policy 
not to speak out but I am not so 
constituted that I can see and feel 
these things without resenting them. 
It may be all right for others to re­ 
main silent, but then thifigs are 
wrong and I intend to let people 
k now that I k now it.” 
Of course we must qualify all 
statements, and with this under­ 
standing I venture to say that the 
temperaments of these two may be 
essentially the same. 
The one has 
guarded a dangerous point in her 
disposition, the other has left the 
barriers down with the above result. 
Habit easily enslaves, especially a 
bad habit and the mistak e of our 
second teacher so enlarged that it 
overshadowed her better qualities. 
We often say we cannot help doing 
as we do because it is our nature, 
but we should say it is our second 
nature. 
You remember that old 
mythological character who tempted 
the approaches of a serpent until it 
fastened itself permanently upon his 
shoulder. 
He loathed and despised 
it but could not destroy or displace 
it. 
Our second nature is equally 
diificult to change-or to remove. The 
strong and cheerful person is he 
who when he was yet free from the 
bondage 
of 
habit, 
chose 
the 
better 
way 
and 
guarded 
him 
self against the approaches of what 
was wrong and what was disagree­ 
able. 
He 
may 
move 
serenely 
among his fellows— turning neither 
to thii Hght nor.to the left,, always 
watching, .and often 


I set aside our opinion. 
We resent 
their anger, and are much inclined 
to insist that there is much room in 
the wide, wide world beyond the 
school room that such ])arents and 
children may occupy. 
We are not 
willing that tiiey should dictate to 
us, and we are not hired to be in­ 
sulted by them. 
How many chil­ 
dren are out 'of school to-day be­ 
cause of a misunderstanding be­ 
tween parent and teacher. 
There 
are altogether too many. 
I 
am 
willing to bear all humiliation, all 
abuse from parents if thereby I may 
be able tc help the child. 
If we only occupied the parents’ 
place we would often look at mat­ 
ters differently. 
The child is a part 
of the life of the father and mother, 
and the dearest part at that. 
No 
other human being can look into 
the face of a child and see what the 
parent sees. No other human being 
can look upon a little one suffering 
and feel as the parent must feel.
